Duties 

The  Secretary  of  State  Police  serves 
the  public  by: 

•  promoting  traffic  safety 

•  enforcing  laws  governing  businesses  that 
deal  with  vehicles  and  their  parts 

•  providing  law  enforcement  in  the  State 
Capitol  complex 

•  inspecting  salvage  vehicles  for  stolen 
parts 

•  helping  dispose  of  hazardous  explosive 
devices  and  chemicals 

•  training  other  governmental  agencies  in 
the  Illinois  Vehicle  Code  and  other  police- 
related  subjects 

Organization 

There  are  a  number  of  components  to 
the  organization  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
Police. 

Springfield  is  home  to  the  Police  Com¬ 
mand  Center  (and  support  service  person¬ 
nel)  and  the  Police  Inquiry  Unit,  which  re¬ 
sponds  to  emergencies  and  law  enforce¬ 
ment  inquiries  on  a  24-hour  basis. 

In  addition,  the  department  has  four 
uniformed  districts  and  a  statewide  Auto 
Theft  District. 

The  Auto  Theft  District,  in  turn,  is  made 
up  of  four  units  that  work  with  other  law  en¬ 
forcement  agencies.  Operating  undercover, 
each  unit  tracks  auto  thieves,  holds  surveil¬ 
lance  over  suspected  "chop  shops,"  infil¬ 
trates  auto  theft  rings,  and  conducts  "sting" 
operations.  The  results  are  impressive:  in 
fiscal  year  1 990,  the  department  recovered 
138  stolen  vehicles  —  at  a  value  of  more 
than  $900,000. 


Special  Units 

The  Department  of  Police  has  several 
special  units  with  distinct  functions: 

Emergency  ResponseTeam.  Handles 
high  risk  situations,  such  as  civil  distur¬ 
bances,  disasters  and  hostage-taking  —  all 
of  which  require  the  use  of  specially  trained 
personnel.  Especially  focuses  on  property 
maintained  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
Springfield. 

Special  Event  Team.  Helps  oversee 
large  special  events  atthe  Capitol  complex: 
public  gatherings,  demonstrations,  parades, 
and  visiting  dignitaries. 

Bomb  Squad.  Consists  of  five  highly 
trained  investigators  —  all  certified  bomb 
technicians.  Capable  of  handling,  trans¬ 
porting,  disarming  and  disposing  of  explo¬ 
sive  devices  and  chemicals. 
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Salvage  Vehicle  Inspection  Stations. 

Using  four  stations  around  the  state,  exe¬ 
cutes  law  requiring  inspection  of  all  rebuilt 
vehicles.  Also  has  mobile  units  for  field  in¬ 
spections. 

Underwater  Investigation  Unit.  Has 

1 5  specially-trained  members  who  recover 
stolen  vehicles  from  bodies  of  water.  Also 
assists  city  and  county  agencies. 

Honor  Guard.  Seven-memberunit  that 
represents  the  department  at  ceremonies, 
parades  and  funerals. 


DUI  Enforcement 

Supported  by  federal  funds,  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  Police  conducts  an  "Anti-Drunk- 
Driving  Enforcement  Project."  Through  this 
effort  the  department  hires  off-duty  investi¬ 
gators  to  patrol  selected  routes  and  appre¬ 
hend  alcohol-  and  drug-impaired  drivers. 
Key  to  these  patrols  is  the  use  of  video 
camcorders,  donated  by  Mothers  Against 
Drunk  Driving  and  Aetna  Insurance. 

Training 

During  the  investigators'  1 2-month  pro¬ 
bationary  period,  they  attend  a  certified  1 0- 
week  Basic  Law  Enforcement  Course  and 
an  advanced  six-week  training  program.  In 
order  to  apply  their  learning  in  the  final 
phase,  trainees  are  then  assigned  to  field 
training  investigators.
